London, Aug. 3.— Tho Pretoria cor- 
respondent of the .Daily Mail, telegraph- 
ing Wednesday, says: 

."Commandant-General Botha is weak- 
ening. He has sent a messenger to Lord 
Roberts asking for confirmation of the 
report of the surrender of Gen. Prinsloo, 
and requesting permission to communi- 
cate with Dewet. 

Toronto, Aug 2. — A special cablegram 
states that there is a rumor in Pretoria 
that Botha, the Boer commander-in- 
chief, has surrendered to tho British. 

Capetown, Aug. 2. — Mr. W. P. 
Schreincr, the late premier of Cape 
Colony, speaking in the house of as- 
sembly to-day, announced his intention 
to support an amendment to the govern- 
ment's treason bill, which, without dis- 
approving martial law. declarer! its con- 
tinuance in certain districts contrary to 
the reports of British success, lie took 
the ground that the amendment would 
nor hamper Imperial sanction. 

Tin? occasion was seized by Mr. 
Schreincr to make a long and eloquent 
explanation of his altitude throughout 
the war in South Africa. 

" If I have been gul]ty," he exclaimed, 
" regarding the Insufficient colonial de- 
fences, the military authorities have 
been ten times more guilty. I delayed 
calling Out the volunteers until invasion 
o£ the colony compelled. I was not 
aware at that time of the weakness of 
the Imperial forces." 

He vigorously denied the existence of 
an Afrikander conspiracy with the 
Boers. Mr. Schreincr paid nn enthusi- 
astic tribute to the humane methods of 
Lord Roberts. 



POOR CROP PROSFECTS. 

Manager Whyte of the C. P. R. Tells 
Why Staff Is Reduced. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 2.— Manager Whyte 
of the C. P. R., Interviewed to-day, ox- 
plained the company's action in laying 
off tho stafT at the shops here. It was 
done with a view to cutting down ex- 
penses, the necessity for which the com- 
pany feel in the face of the poor crop 
prospects for this fall. The mechanical 
department has been made to feel this 
because the rolling stock will not be re- 
quired to be increased. An extra num- 
ber of either engines or cars will not 
be needed this year. The order to cut 
down expenses had been received from 
Montreal, nnd Master Mechanic Cross 
had retained just enough men to keep 
the shops going.

TO HUDSON'S BAY. 

Algoma Central Will Extend Railway to 
Moose Factory. 

Toronto, Aug. 2. — The Algoma Central 
railway has acquired the charter and 
privileges of the old Hudson's Bay and 
Sault Ste. Mario Railway Company and 
intend extending their present line under 
construction from its terminus nt Mis- 
sanabie to Moose Factory, on Hudson's 
Bay, about 2 50 mile s. 

Go to Seattlo To-Morrow. 



London, Aug. 3.— (3:45 a.m.)— No word 
has been received regarding the fortunes 
of the comparatively small body of troops 
believed to bo forcing their way toward 
Peldn. 

A Shanghai special announces the re- 
ceipt of an official telegram from the 
Tsung li Yanien asserting that the min- 
isters were nil well on duly 30 and that 
vegetables, fruits and other supplies hud 
been sent to the legations on several oc- 
casions. 

According to the Daily Express, how- 
ever, cablegrams from Cheo Foo an- 
nounce that the imperial troops advanc- 
ing to oppose the relief force have com- 
pletely wiped out a Christian town near 
Pekiu, killing five priests and 1,000 na- 
tive Christians. 

This correspondent, says Gen. Gaselee, 
was strongly opposed to an immediate ad- 
vance, but ho was overruled by the oth- 
er commanders nnd influenced to proceed 
without delay. 

From Shanghai, the Daily Express has 
received confirmation of the reported 
murder of missionaries in the province of 
Shan Sii, with the additional information 
that eighl English women were dragged 
out of the mission building by a Chinese 
mob, who beheaded them in the streets 
of Ciiou Chou. 

French troops are reported to have oc- 
cupied Meng Tsze, in tho province of 
Yun Nan. 

Tho Tien T.sia correspondent of tho 
Standard says: 

"A heartrending letter has been receiv- 
ed from the Japanese legation, dated 
July 22, stating that the casualties num- 
ber sixty per cent., and that only 25 cart- 
ridges per man are left. Rations were 
sufficient for five days and it was feared 
i the legation -will succumb within a 
week." ' \ 

London, Aug. 3.— (4:-l0 a.ln.)— The Vi- 
enna correspondent of the Times says: 

"Xeit Freiepresse greets the decision o£ 
the British and United States govern- 
ments' to advance to Pekin independently 
with (he grentest satisfaction. It be- 
lieves these two powers will put an end 
to the paralysis occasioned by tho unsolv- 
ed question of the chief command, and 
will inspire the combined forces with 
fresh life nnd vigwr. It says that when 
once the Anglo-American troops assume 
the offensive the others will follow suit." 

Mr, Broderick's statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday, placing 
Britain on record as unalterably opposed 
to the partition of China, is well received 
by all the morning papers, which, for 
lack of other news, chiefly devote their 
comments to Dr.' Morrison's remarkable 
message to the Times, eabled yesterday 
to the United Stales. 

London, August 2.— Replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons to-day, 
Parliamentary Secretary Brederick said 
a report had reached the admiralty on 
lugsday, July 31, from Roar-Admiral 
Bruce, stating that although Rear- Admir- 
al Keinpff. of tin! United States navy, 
attended the council of admirals before 
the attack on the Taku forts, he was un- 
able to take any action because he had 
received no authorization from Washing- 
ton to do so. Mr. Broderrck said he had 
no fresh information to communicate re- 
garding tlie allied force. 

There was no lack of co-operation 
among the commanders and no avoidable 
delay. 

In giving the daily record of steps the 
government had taken with a view to 
rescuing the legations, Mr. Broderick 
stated that on July 0, the government 
prof erred fiunncial assistance to Japan, 
with the special object of relieving the le- 
gations. The government, he said, would 
press forward by every means in their 
power to the relief of the legations. In 
the Yang-Tse sphere, British ships and 
forces would assist the viceroys, but must 
limit their undertakings to the defence of 
Shanghai. The government had thought 
it. wise to order a third brigade from In- 
dia in readiness for possible emergencies. 

The cabinet. Mr. Broderick said, was 
completely unanimous against the parti- 
tion ni' China, which would be fraught 
witli infinite danger, and the government 
had no reason to believe they were at 
variance with any of the European pow- 
ers in that respect. Further, the govern- 
ment would do nothing to set up anything 
but a Chinese administration in China. 
Tlie government had not in contemplation 
the idea of organization of the Chinese 
army under foreign officers, What form 
the indemnity would take must be left 
for future consideration. 

Mr. Broderick thought, it was a time 
when the less said the better. Groat 
changes might result from tiio recent cal- 
amitous events, but he hoped tlie Euro- 
pean powers would discover some founda- 
tion upon which to build up a Chinese- - 
government which would ensure civiliza- 
tion to a population forming one-third 
of the'liunum race. 

Washington, Aug. 2— Secretary Hay's 
reply to Li Hung Chang has closed the 
negotiations with China unless the old 
viceroy io nble to secure full acceptance 
of the terms submitted by the United 
States relative to-thc foreign ministers, 
and that at once. No orders, there- 
fore, looking to a relaxation of the 
preparations for the advance on Pekin 
hnve gone out from Washington, for, ns 
the situation is described by one of the 
leading officials here: "There will bo- 
no bargaining on our part in advance 
of the concession by the Chinese auth- 
orities of full and free communication 
with the foreign ministers." There is. 
moreover, a note ominously close to an 
actual declaration of war in Secretary 
Hay's assertion that .the Chinese are

British Delegate Promptly Stops Pro- 
Boer Talk.

Paris, Aug. An unpleasant split in the 
later-Parliamentary Congress for Peace 
Arbitration was narrowly avoided at to 
dav's sessions. 

M. Dorand, speaking of the Impotence of 
The Hague conference, as there had never 
been more wars than at present, protested 
against the war in he Transvaal, and ex- 
pressed astonishment that the requests for 
arbitration made by the South African Re- 
publics had not found an echo In Europe. 

Lord Stanhope, one of the llrltlsh dele 
gates, Immediately rose and stated that 
the friends of peace In his country had done 
everything possible to prevent the war, add- 
ing 'that It would be Impossible for repre- 
sentatives of England to participate In a 
discussion Implying the !:a°t blnmo to Eng- 
land. The presiding officer tactfully turned 
the Impending storm by calling for a vote 
on Hie following resolution which was adop- 
ted- "This congress, acting on The Hague 
resolutions, expresses Its gratitude to those 
contributing to the results, In the firm hope 
that the powers will not neglect In the 
future to utilize the means at their dis- 
position for the appeasement of Interna- 
tional eonlllets, and Its regret that they 
have not been able to do so."

The Russians, the despatch adds, 
were constructing armored trains in Tien 
rj'sin shops and intended reconstructing 
the railway as fast as the column should 
advance towards Pekin. 

The Chinese Inland Mission received 
the following cablegram from the Rev. F. 
\V. Stevenson to-day: 

'^Shanghai, July 31.— Probably Misses 
King, Burton and Rasmussen and Mrs. 
■Cunnells have been murdered at Ho 
Slum, province of Shan Si. There is a 
local rebellion in the Xingpo district, and 
the worst is apprehended for all the 
workers, who are two married couples 
and four single ladies." 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.— The official 
messenger says: "Gen. Grodekcff, un- 
der the date or Wednesday, August 1, 
telegraphs as follows: 'The Chinese posi- 
tion at Hung Hun was stormed by Gen. 
Augustoff on July 30, thus relieving the 
jjost of Novokijevskoje and I'ostja, 
threatened by the Hung Hun garrison. 
'Manv guns were taken. The Russian 
Jose was two officers and six men killed 
.and four men wounded.' " 

Shanghai, Aug. 1.— Admiral Seymour, 
■on board the British despatch boat 
Alacrity, started for Nankin to-day to 
consult with Liu Lilian L-i, viceroy of 
Nankin. Admiral Seymour wired the 
viceroy of his intended visit, and Liu 
Kim Yi replied: "Am unwell and connot 
.see you." Admiral Seymour insisted up- 
on making the visit, and the viceroy re- 
sponded by wire: "I am instructing a 
warship to proceed down the river to 
escort the Alacrity to Nankin in case 
of a misunderstanding in passing the 
. forts." . 

It is reported that 50 missionaries have 
ibeen massacred in the Shan Si province.

That kind of language 
is extremely diplomatic, and there is a 
narrow step between it and formal war. 

If the Chinese government accepts 
terms now, however, the United Stales 
government will he face to face with 
one of the most delicate and momentous 
diplomatic tasks ever undertaken. It 
must attempt to redeem its promise to 
use its good offices in favor of China, 
and in the temper of some of the Euro- 
pean powers the greatest difficulties may 
be expected to arise in the prosecution 
of the attempt. It is the confident ex- 
pectation of the othcials here, however, 
that if the Chinese government actually 
and in good faith meets all of tho four 
conditions laid down by the President 
in his reply to the Chinese Emperor's 
appeal for aid. that at least a majority 
of the powers now represented in China 
will accept that as a proper base upon 
which to cease . present hostilities and 
open negotiations for settlement. The 
decision of the majority in such case 
without doubt would receive the ac- 
quiescence of the minority, else an in- 
terminable entanglement might arise. 

Secretary Boot said this afternoon 
that there had been no developments 
which would necessitate any change in 
the instructions to "Gen. Chaffee, or 
which would change the intentions of 
the government in the least. It is not 
believed at the war department that an 
advance has been made as yet from 
Tien Tsin.

Wants Foreigners Escorted From Pekin 
by Chinese Escort. 

"St. Petersburg. Aug. 2.— The Chinese 
minister, Yang Lu, on behalf of the 
•other ministers at European capitals, 
has cabled the government of Shan 
'Tung a demand that the members of 
•the legations bo permitted free tele- 
graphic communication with their eov- 
■ernmonts, and be sent to Tien Tsin 
under Chinese escort. Advices received 
by the Russian general staff from Tien 
Tsin estimate there are fiO.OOO trained 
Chinese troops in Pekin. in addition to 
a large force of Boxers, whose strength 
is not yet broken. In the opinion of 
1he general staff, 'to march on to Pekin 
before the end of the rainy season would 
'be risky, the climate being changeable.

Old Man in Toronto Commits Suicide. 

Toronto, Aug. 2.— Shortly after mid- 
night on Wednesday Win. Dean, aged 
7-1, committed suicide by throwing him- 
self into the bav from, the Queen wharf, 
at the foot of Bnthlirst street. The first 
intimation of the event was learned early 
this morning, when Geo. Mayuard dis- 
covered a coat ami bat lying on the 
wharf. The body was recovered this af- 
ternoon. 



Paris, Aug. 2.— MuzafTar Ed Din, Shah 
of Persia, who has been a visitor to the 
exposition since yesterday, as a guest of 
France, narrowly escaped an assassin's 
bullet 'this morning. It had been ar- 
ranged that he should visit Sevres and 
the national pottery, going afterwards to 
Versailles, and it was just after he had 
left the Sovereign's Palace, on his way 
to the Seine, to go on board a yacht 
placed at his disposal for the trip, that 
the attack was made. Five minutes be- 
fore the pistol was pointed at his breast, 
he was the recipient ot a letter which 
warned him that his life was in danger. 
No serious thought, however, was given 
to its contents, so numerous had been for- 
mer warnings of the same character As 
he was seated in the carriage before leav- 
ing the court of the palace, his secre- 
tary brought him a letter, dated Naples 
but posted in Paris last night, signed 
with a name hearing an Italian termin- 
ation. It said: "To-day you will meet 
the same fate as Humbert." _ 

An eye-witness of the affair said: 
"When the gate of the Shah's palace 
opened, the first carriage to appear con- 
tained the Shah. He sat at the right- 
hand side, with his doctor beside him. 
Opposite were the Grand Vizier and 
Gen. Parent, the personal aide of the 
Shah. The carriage turned to the left 
toward the avenue, but it had not gone 
far when a man dressed as a carpenter 
rushed towards the carriage and put his 
right foot on the step, resting his left 
hand on the door to assist bun m Un- 
mount. 

Then drawing his right hand 
his pocket he pushed it toward 
breast of the Shah. This hand i 
a revolver. 

The Shah was surprised, hut did not 
really pay much attention to the man 
until he perceived the weapon. 

Then he hounded nsjde, and. standing 
up on the landau, lifted a cane, a mo- 
ment later bringing it down upon the 
head of his assaUnnt. 

At the same moment the Grand \ i/.ior 
jumped to his feet and seized the 
by the arm and twisted his wrist, 
ally raising him from the ground. 
Grand Vizier is a veritable giant, 
without apparent efTi..t he held 
aggressor suspended in the air. 

Then a policeman following on a 
bicycle jumped from his wheel, grabbed 
the man nml drew him back. Other 
policemen arrived and the man was 
overpowered and led away. 

When the mini had been led away the 
Shah re-seated himself in his carriage 
and nuietlv spoke In Persian to the 
Grand Vizier. Then the carriage pro- 
ceeded to the Alexander HI bridge, 
where a boat was taken for Sevres. 

The pistol carried by the would-he 
murderer was of the Mill-dog type, 
loaded with five cartridges. 

When the police seized the man he 
tried to hrenk away, shouting: "lo 
my assistance, friends." Then he Quiet- 
ed down and permitted himself to- be 
taken off. When a knife was found on 
his person, an officer remarked. "You 
nlso had a knife," to which the man 
replied, " Yes, I took some precautions. 

" Why did you attempt to assassinate 
the Shah'.'" the officer asked. 

" Because." was the reply. " It pleased 
me and does not concern yon." 

To all other questions the prisoner re- 
mained dumb. . 

Though the officials tried, to interro- 
gate the prisoner, he maintained abso- 
lute silence. Nothing would induce him 
to say a word. . 

He struggled desperately to avoid a 
picture being taken, and had to In- 
bound baud and foot and his head held 
between the knees of the photographer ' 
assistant.

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Steamer Umatilla, which sailed from 
the outer wharf last night for Sun Fran 
cisco, had a very large crowd of passen- 
gers, for now the summer travel ie at its 
height. Berths were at a premium, for 
every inch of the shiy't) 'accommodation 
was taken. 

Among the passengers were a number 
of Cape Nomers, who arrived at Seattle 
yesterday on the steamer Senator, which 
vessel brought down over iiUO passengers. 
Among the returned Cape Nomers who 
are bound to San Francisco, wore M. 
II. Murray and Frank Coatee. They 
said, in an interview last night, that the 
Cape Nome district was like a toy bal- 
loon after the small boy had stuck n 
pin into it — the 'bubble had completely 
burst. "I want to tell you rttfht here," 
said Mr. Murray, "that there is lying on 
the beach at Cape Nome half a million 
dollars' worth of machinery which will 
never be moved away from there. The 
mines are a complete failure. Men are 
working there for lests than a dollar per 
day. The gamblers are prostrated, saloon 
keepers are going broke, and, in fact, tli 
district its going fast into bankruptcy. 
There has been no rain there, and what 
creeks are being worked — there are only 
three in the district which can be called 
any good — are not any too plentifully 
supplied with water. These three creeks 
are Dexter, Alder and Glacier, The 
tundra is no good; it is a farce, a joke. 
Topkok is no good; Golovin Hay a fail- 
ure; in fact the whole district is the veri- 
est false alarm. 

"There are some 35,000 men in the 
whole district up there, and not work 
for more than 5,000— a seventh of them. 
The American government will have to 
send up Steamers for the crowd before 
September, for then the Snake river be- 
gins to freeze — last year it froze over on 
the 17th of that month. The miners will 
have to be brought out, as there are 
throngs who cannot raise- enough to pay 
their fare down, and the steamship com- 
panies are not playing benefactor to 
them; for while they take the passengers 
up, as they are doing at present, for $15 
or §20, whatever they can get, they ask 
$50 to bring them down. 

''Notwithstanding the fact that Cape 
Nome has been or proven to be so much 
over-rated," says Mr. Murray, and Mr. 
Coates confirms what he says, "the Se- 
attle Post-Intelligeno«:r is still booming 
the place, for when the Senator arrived," 
the miners say, "'they printed long stories 
of the 'riches,' so-called, of Cape Nome. I 
tell you," said the returned miner, "it 
makes a man's blood boil. There will be 
a day of reckoning for Seattle on account 
of the men the papers like the P. -I. are 
sending to that country, just because 
while they stay in the city en route they 
spend money. < 

"The smallpox, though, is not as bad 
as was stnted. There are but few cases 
and they are back on the tundra. All 
were isolated."

She 
headed for Victoria to fill her comple- 
ment, and three men nre to be put on 
board this morning.

THE WAR. 

The war in South Africa cannot uow 
1)0 very far from its conclusion. Oppoai 
tiou to our arms in the Orange River Col- 
ony is rapidly collapsing, and it was here 
that the greatest difficulty was encounter- 
ed. Botha has made rather a poor ex- 
hibition of himself in the Transvaal. In 
fact, the Transvaal forces since the cap- 
ture of Kronstad have shown no very 
sreat degree of pluck or tactical ability. 
They have abandoned one post after an 
other, and the boast of Krugor that they 
would stagger humanity has been turn- 
ed into a joke. On the other hand, the 
ex-Free Staters have fought with n per- 
sistency, courage and resourcefulness that 
commands ndmiration. No one need hesi- 
tate to accord to them the possession of 
soldierly qualities, in a very high degree. 
But they seem to have realized the hope 
lessnesa of their cause. Nearly, if not 
quite, 4,000 prisoners have come into our 
hands during the past few days, and the 
situation is so altered in the Colony that 
Eord Roberts has ordered a part of Hun 
ter's command to report in the Trans- 
vaal. Dewet has signified his willing- 
ness to surrender upon terms, but these 
have not been acceded to . He is not 
likely to hold out much longer, now that 
Hunter is free from having to take care 
of tlie force under Priusloo and the oth 
era, and can turn his attention to him 
It is thought that Steyn is with Dewet 
If this arch mischief-maker is captured 
•or surrenders there will be no more 
trouble (south of the Vaal. Some timo 
ago it was said, on apparently good nu 
thority, that Botha would hold out as 
long as Dewet did.' He evidently realizes 
that lKdis Hearing the end of his tether, 
Reports that the Transvaaleis nre grow- 
ing highly indignant against Krugor are 
many and persistent, and may have good 
foundation, for it must now be apparent 
to the Boers that the coming of the Brit- 
ish means the establishment of an order- 
ly and impartial government. 

Baden-Powell is at present enjoying an 
other siege. He is in RustenbcTg, and 
the statement is made that the enemy's 
force surrounding him is quite a strong 
one. Doubtless the raising of the siege 
is at the most only a matter of a few 
days. 

We are ahle this morning to tell how 
Capt. Blanehard fell. It was n soldier's 
death; but it is a sad enough utory of 
how the end came to the gallant fellow, 
who had so warm a place in the hearts 
of his fellow-Victorians. 

A report has come from Pretoria that 
Botha has surrendered. This is quite 
within the Tange of probability, but we 
scarcely expected it to happen so soon. 

MILITIA AND STRIKES. 

There is a very great deal in what 
Mr. McPhillips said in the house yester- 
-day about the practice followed by 
some members of introducing resolutions 
on all conceivable topics. The legis- 
lature weakens its influence both nt 
home and abroad by the discussion and 
passage of resolutions which are the 
emanation of doctrinaires and not of 
practical politicians. We do not say 
that this objection applies wholly to 
Mr. Brown's resolution asking for n 
committee to inquire into the calling 
out of the militia at Steveston, but it 
does to some extent. Now that this 
matter has been brought up in a promi- 
nent way, it is proper to point out that 
the provincial government has nothing 
to do with the calling out of the militia. 
This step may be taken by any three 
justices of the peace, and their author- 
ity is derived, not from anything which 
the provincial government or legislature 
may say or do, hut from the statutes of 
Canada. If three justices of the peace 
should issue a request for the militia 
to assemble to preserve the peace, it 
would have to be complied with, even 
though the provincial government 



should forbid it, so entirely independent 
of local control are the militia authori- 
ties, and so exclusive is the power 
vested in the justices of the peace by 
the federal statute. We do not say 
that in an emergency the Attorney- 
General, as the minister charged with 
the administration of justice, might not 
very properly call upon justices of the 
peace to make the necessary requisition 
to the militia authorities. Undoubtedly 
he could do so, and undoubtedly if 
there were uo justices willing to make 
the requisition, it would bo within the 
power of the government to appoint 
justices to do so. It is also quite true 
that the government might properly re- 
move from the commission of the 
peace nny justices who employed this 
extraordinary power in an objectionable 
manner. 



" LABOB " RESOLUTIONS. 

The spectacle which the legislature 
has presented during the last day or 
two is not edifying. There has been 
an undue effort manifested by quite a 
large number of the members to toady 
to a certain element of the population. 
We use the word " toady " deliberately, 
because there is very little sincerity on 
the part of these self-styled friends of 
the workingman. It strikes the Colo- 
nist that it is about time the thinness 
of, this catering, to workingmen's votes 
was exposed. Why. cannot questions 
affecting people who work for wages 
be approached in a straightforward, 
manly fashion? What is the use of a 
lot of palaver about the rights of labor- 
ing men? Do we not all know that 
they are entitled to equal rights with 
other people? Let this fact be taken 
for granted, and let us have no more of 
suggestions that they are being denied 
their rights. Such speeches as some 
that have been recently heard in the 
house are calculated to do harm. They 
create false impressions in the minds 
of workingmen. Thi»v lead them to 
think that they are suffering from 
abuses for which there is a legislative 
remedy, when in point of fact tin 
wage-earner in this country has equal 
rights witli nny man, no mutter how 
wealthy or influential he may be. We 
do not say that there are not certain 
things which might be legislated upon 
with advantage in the interest of tills 
element of the population; but our own 
view of the case is that what employ 
and employees want more than any- 
thing else is to be let alone. The 
speakers in., question never have any- 
thing to say that easts any real light 
upon nny conceivable subject If all 
the " labor " speeches that have been 
delivered in the legislature during the 
last decade were boiled down, there 
would not be enough of the sugar of 
relief in them to sweeten the lot of n 
single wage-earner. The speeches are 
all for the country; each is designed 
to convince the workingmen that th 
speaker is their friend par excellence, 
that he tosses to and fro upon his un 
easy couch all night long, trying t> 
devise ways and means to lighten th 
lot of the horny-handed sons of toil. 
Twenty-live years ago the same sort 
of stuff used to be prati-d about lb 
rights of the farmers. Let there be an 
end of such cheap politics. The work- 
ingmen of British Columbia are not 
fools. They know the value of clap 
trap quite as well as any one. 



Bread, the assassin of the Italian 
monarch, is well known in Paterson, 
where he was employed in a silk mill. He 
was an intimate friend of Cnrihonio 
Sporandio, a man who shot his foreman 
and then killed himself, leaving a letter 
explaining the double crime by saying 
that he had been chosen by lot to kill the 
King of Italy, but, Italy being so fat- 
away, he had decided to kill his foreman 
instead. The death of the foreman was 
thus due solely to the fact that he repre- 
sented authority. As nearly as can he 
ascertained, Sporandio was chosen for 
the crime by Count Moletski, the leader 
of the Italian anarchists, who was recent- 
ly in Paterson. The inference 6eems to 
bo that when the Count's first choice 
proved unequal to his task, Bressi was 
selected in his stead. Breesi is married 
and has a family, who reside in Ilobo- 
ken. Those who knew him say that they 
never would have suspected him of com- 
plicity in anarchist plots. A despatch of 
yesterday announced that it had been 
given out that the Paterson anarchists 
contemplated the murder of many prom- 
inent citizens, and that there is much un- 
easiness felt in consequence. 

The United States government cannot 
afford to stand still and permit anarchy 
to breed within its borders. At present 
the plots of these miscreants are directed 
only against the crowned heads of Eur- 
ope, but no one can tell how soon they 
may be extended to embrace others as 
well. But even if they are never direct- 
ed against people in America, the obli- 
gations of the United States government 
to civilization ought to lead it to put 
forth a strong hand and crush the anar- 

llistic organizations out of existence.

THE ANARCHISTS. 

It is alleged that the plot, which led 
to the murder of King Humbert, con tem- 
plate a the assassination of four other 
European sovereigns. Probably th' 
story is only the invention of some in 
genious correspondent, but it is als- 
quite possible that there may be a great 
deal of truth in it. There is only too much 
reason to believe that :he nnnreii.-i.te art 
rather more busy th iu usuai. \Ve 
not think that the attempt made in Paris 
yesterday to kill die Shad of Persia en 
be directly attributed to an auarchi 
plot. It is probably the result of fanati- 
cism ou the part of an ijdividu.il. Fvv 
some unknown psycological cause, the 
commission of a sensational crime acts as 
a stimulus to others to perpetrate similar 
deeds, and this we fancy accounts for the 
Paris outrage. Anarchists could have 
no conceivable object in killing the ruler 
of Persia, although it must be admitted 
that they never have any apparent object 
in nay of their crimes. The statement of 
the murderer of King Humbert, that it 
would be the Czars turn next, may or 
may not be indicative of a widespread 
plot, as has been suggest ed. 

A feature of this anarchist movement 
is that its headquarters seem to be in 
Paterson, New Jersey. The Associated 
Press says:

Paterson has long been a hotbed of an- 
archists. Men here who were familiar 
more or less with the workings of the or- 
ganization say for years Paterson has 
contained more of the society than any 
other city, with the possible exception of 
Chicago. There :s a strong socialist ele- 
ment in Paterson and the anarchists for- 
merly worked with this element without 
allowing the socialists to know that it 
had the support of the violent ones. 
The anarchists tried to control the so- 
ialists, and failing, dropped away from 
the movement and denounced the social- 
ists because of their peacefulness, and 
claimed that they were traitors, although 
the socialists had never tried anything 
but peaceful methods and were purely 
political and law-abiding. The anarchists 
embraced every strike in Paterson for a 
long time as a means of fomenting the 
trouble, and during the strikc.threo years 
ago, the strike which drove the silk in- 
dustry to locate factories in different 
parts of the country, the anarchists did 
more than anyone else to bring about the 
removal of the manufactories. They used 
dynamite, and though their efforts to de- 
stroy factory buildings were frustrated, 
they created such a feeling of uneasiness 
that manufacturers withdrew. 

When the Empress of Austria was 
murdered the local anarchists had a big 
celebration, but not openly. When the 
news came they slipped out of the city 
and assembled at a prearranged point, 
whore they held their jollification.

The Japan Herald says of the despatch 
of the bic, army to China from Japan: 
"Though the more influential organs 
seem to approve of Japan's co-operation 
with tlie powers in coercing China, the 
people generally evidently feel no enthu- 
siasm and are more disposed than ever 
to sympathize with tlie Chinese." 

A Japanese correspondent of the same 
paper, in a letter from Tokio, where he is 
said to be influential, says of the China 
trouble and Japan's action: "Russia and 
Germany have been preparing the way 
for the present complications, for their 
treatment of the natives in their acquir- 
ed territories in China is such as would 
have been condemned, if only it had been 
known to the world tit large. The part 
played by the much abused missionaries 
talis into insignificance, when compared 
with the injury done by the powers. Now, 
as the irony of fate would have it, Jap- 
an is compelled to quell the very COUllug 
ration started by them. Nothing is more 
cruel than this. In spite of the exultant 
articles in the foreign papers exhorting 
Japan to the most heroic endeavors, and 
of the false representation as to her feel- 
ing in the matter, it is not with a feel- 
ing of satisfaction and of pride that she 
enters on the campaign. The nati„ri at 
hr-gc condemns it. At the same time, the 
people are conscious of the fact that, 
when the time comes for settlement, they 
must be drawn into .the whirlpool of in- 
ternational quarrels, whether willing or 
not. As a friendly and neighboring pow- 
if not on any other account, Japan 
must intervene, if anything like the par- 
tition of China is nimed at, or if any ar- 
rangement is arrived at by which a par- 
ticular state tries to secure sole benefit. 
For this purpose, Japan must reserve all 
her energy and resources. The sooner 
he is prepared for armed conlliet with a 
European power the better will her pur- 
pose be served. 

By the despatch of a large army, Jap- 
stands committed to the task of sup- 
pressing the insurrection. It is of no 
tse for her to try to extricate herself 
rom the position. 

"However pleased tlie cabinet may he 
to dance to the piping of the Western 
powers, the nation will not tolerate any 
vacillation now, seeing that Japan is 
likely to incur heavy expenditure, . of 
money and men. There shall be no 
waste of labor nor retreating without ef- 
fecting something in China. It will be 
her supreme object to introduce reforms 
in China. Her efforts in the same direc- 
tion in Korea have been thwarted by 
Russia, simply because she was not pre- 
pared to go to tlie extent of appealing t(

It was decided to call the attention of 
the government to the system of 
selling poison, and recommending its 
discontinuance, as no register is kept ami 
it is difficult to trace tlie purchaser of 
poison. The society is interested in view 
of the fact that many valuable dogs 
have recently been poisoned. One veter- 
inary surgeon had six cases of strych- 
nine poisoning to attend to last week. 
The poisoned meat is apparently just 
tossed over the fence for the dog, or 
some day, perhaps, a child, to pick up. 
It was also decided , to establish branch 
societies throughout the province. Af- 
ter n general discussion the meeting ad- 
journed.

PHEASANTS POISONED 

Paris Green Spread to Kill Cut- 
Worms— Fifteen Dead in Two 
Fields at Cordova Bay. 



The efforts of the fanners to protect 
their crops from the ravages of the cut- 
worm by sprinkling copious quantities of 
par in green over their potatoe patches 
are having a disastrous effect on game 
birds Pheasants are being poisoned. At 
Cordova Bay a couple of days ago a far- 
mer counted no less than fifteen dead 
pheasants on his two fields, which bad 
eaten of the poison spread for the cut- 
worms. 

A sportsman, in a letter to the Col- 
onist in this regard, says: 

Sir: The question of how to deal with 
the cut-worm linn become more serious 
than was thought of, for I learn from 
authentic sources that birds of all kinds, 
but more particularly pheasants and 
otTlii thai niake potato patches and fields 
where "vegetable/ *xe grown., their feed- 
ing places in the early morning, are be- 
ing; found dead in three fields", etKieiiuy 
the work of parte green or arsenic. • 

Now, sir, there are a few questions I 
would like to see answered : 

I>» fanners in Eastern Canada ml* 
paris green with meal, or anything but 
water, to destroy potato bugs? If not, 
why do it here? 

If we are to lose our birds in tins 
wholesale manner, is not the last state 
of the fanners and fruit-growers worse 
than the first 1 

I have refrained from writing before 
in the hope that some member of the S. 
V. C. A. or rancher would take this Up, 
but it evidently has not been noticed 
enough. ' 

With reference to the complaint that 
paris green and water will not kill the 
worm, I think the fault lies in the mix- 
ture being not strong enough, for ir is 
evidently the paris green and meal that 
is killing the birds, not their eating the 
dead worms.

As 
poultry and other farm and house 
creatures roam around where arsenical 
sweetened bran is put. it is wo!! to 
avoid it if possible, nnd paris green is 
arsenic in one of its strongest forms.

TRAILS WANTED. 



Property Owners in Vicinity of 
Want District Opened Up. 

from Snndon Pay Streak. 

While the Itrltlsh Columbia government 
Is In the road building line the property 
owners In the neighborhood of Cody believe 
that they have a first-class rlgUt to some 
of the money that Is ahout to be appropri- 
ated for that purpose. 

Within a radius of five miles of Cody, up 
the Carpenter nnd Cody creeks, there are 
some of the best surface showings ever 
discovered In the Slocnn. There has not 
been a great deal of work done In the vicin- 
ity, hut almost all Uie claims that hnve been 
opened up have fulfilled the Indications, 
mul there Is no shadow of doubt that the 
mineral belt which surrounds Snndon ex- 
tends right up to the divide aud over onto 
ttie Alnsworth side, although the develop- 
ment of some of the South Fork proper- 
tics lins not been the unqualified success 
tlint has been hoped for. 

It Is to open up this upper country that 
the trails are needed. At present it Is ab- 
solutely Impossible to reach many of these 
properties except by back-packing, nnd 
until some reasonable transportation facili- 
ties are furnished the opening up of the 
district will be Indefinitely delayed. 

An eiTort will be made to Impress these 
facts on the government or upon whoever 
has the handling of the money appropriated 
for this district, in order to assure, If pos- 
sible, an equitable expenditure for this pur- 
pose. 

In the efforts to secure this expenditure 
of government money on this much-needed 
work the Cody property owners should he 
hacked by Sandon merchants. There Is a 
large country at the head of the South Fork 
ot KIslo Kokauee creek, "Woodbury creek 
and Cody aud Carpenter creeks tlint should 
be tributary to Sandon. The Kaslo people 
nre unceasing In their efforts to get their 
[South Fork road built up to the divide and 
even now the government Is spending con- 
siderable money on this work. Snndon has 
11 geographical advantage over the lake 
towns, but unless our bushioss men make 
a move Immediately the Kaslo and Alns- 
worth people will have voada built into 
these campB uud will secure the trade. 



PHOTOGRAPHING A PARTRIDGE. 

How a Picture Was Taken of the Bird 
on Her Nest. 

From Forest and Stream. 

Having learned that a partridge was 
sitting on ionrteen eggs in one of Green- 
Id's ravines, I resolved to try a sliot 
:it her with my ever reliable camera. The 
little home was located down in the dry 
1 of a brook- about "20 feet below the 
traveled road, just at the foot of n tree. 

I went down the hank carefully, stop- 
ping frequently that I might, not frighten 
the little mother; but when I was about 
10 feet from her she left the nest and 
ran up the hank, crying piteously, with 
one wing dropped down ns if broken. I 
did not chase her or pay any attention to 
ier, hut set up my camera about three 
feet from the nest. 

I had worn a dress as near the color of 
the ground as possible, and having got 
my camera exactly as I wanted it I lay 
down with the rubber bulb in hand. I 
covered myself with leaves' and closing 
my eyes kept perfectly still. In a few 
minutes the bird came where she could 
see me nnd began to spit and scold; she 
would come near and then By away in 
a fright. Each time she came a little 
nearer and finally came to my very feet. 
I?eing convinced that I was harmless she 
went up and sat on the nest. By open- 
ing my eyes I could'see her: and I waited 
until she was contentedly settled, then 
opened my shutter and gave the pin to the 
necessary exposure. I changed my 
plates quickly nnd carefully, but ench 
time 1 seared the bird awny. She did 
not go out of sight, however, and as soon 
i ail was quiet she would cnine back. 
I spent about an hour and a half witli 
the lady, then came home well satisfied 
witli my afternoon's trip. 

Two morning's later about o'clock 
the much disturbed mother left the nest 
with twelve llttleCchiekfl.

A TELEGRAPHIC MARVEL. 

Minimum of 50.000 Words Hourly, 
Simultaneously Sent and Repro- 
duced in Legible Script. 

From The London News." 

I have registered from time to time in 
The Daily News the different stages of 
the marvellous invention of MM. Polhtk 
1 Virag, by which words may be tele- 
graphed at an almost incredible rate per 
fiocond over long distances. The experi- 
ments in September between Budapest 
and Berlin proved that telegrams could 
be sent nnd received without a hitch at 
the rate of 220 words in ten seconds, Ik> 
ing 1.320 words In n minute and nearly 
80,000 words In an hour. A single wire 
is therefore able to transmit 1,1)00,000 
words in twenty-four hours, and the 
eight wires between Budapest and A'ien- 
na, which are insutllcient for the demand 
upon them at present, would transmit 
15,000,000 words in twenty-four hours. 
The inventors have since been to the 
United States with their apparatus, and 
tried it with success over the longest dis- 
tances in fine weather and in foul. 

On their return they set about improv- 
ing their machines still further, nnd 
about six weeks ago they were able to 
announce that telegrams could now he re- 
ceived at the speed mentioned on "tape," 
which pnsses automatically through the 
developing (luiu nnd comes out rendy for 
the clerk, win translates the message 
from the Morse alphabet. Into ordinary 
writing, lint this is little compared witli 
what I learned to-duy. I am informed 
that this marvellous apparatus has now 
been made to write the messages in clear, 
bold blind on the sensitive paper. There 
is no more Morse olphnbet, 110 more trans 
luting and copying. As the message ar 
rives, so can it be delivered. Tho inven- 
tor explained the manner in which this 
astonishing result is brought about in the 
following words; "We influence the mir 
ror at the sending-off station in such fl 
manner, by suitable vibrations of the cur- 
rent, that it uses the ray of light which 
falls upon it ns if it were a pen. nnd 
draws signs with it just as if it were a 
human ham] writing on the_ sensative 
paper at the other end of the wire." 

A sample of each a message which I 
have received shows tlint the ray of 
light never interrupts the linea it draw: 
but separates the words by a long line. 
The characters are upright and vcTy 
clear, similar to n good school-book copy 
There are no dots on the i. 

The velocity of the apparatus has not 
suffered from thi.s additional invention, 
and the minimum of words seat is still 
, r >0, 000 per hour. The messages are still 
conducted into the apparatus by means 
of perforated hands, because it would be 
quite impossible to send off fifteen words 
in a second otherwise than automatically 
The perforations are, however, very dif 
fr-rer.t from those used for the Morse til- 
phabct. 

Hut the new system enn.be used together 
with apparatus like thoefeof Hughes;ajid 
Baudot, the difference ibflngOTnt more 
than 'thirty. Hughes mat/limes'; can work 
on one wire at the same time If the Pol 
lak-Virag system is applied.

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The Raid on 

The Gun Hill 



Article by the Late G. W. 3tee- 
vens That Is Just 
Published. 

Likely the Last From His Pen 
That Will Ever See 
Light.

With the exception of a very charm- 
ing article on a French holiday resort, 
which has not yet been published! the 
following sketch of "The Haiti on Gun 
Hill " completes the work done tor the 
Daily Mail by the late G. AY. Steevens. 
Many other articles written in Lady- 
sraith fell into the hands of the Boers, 
and have no doubt been destroyed. 

About the end of November, in u 
timid way, things began to happen. 

Till then we had nssumed, half sul- 
lenly, half carelessly, that the enemy's 
l)ig Kims were invulnerable, and that 
the only thing was to stiffen our backs 
and go on being shelled. But the ar- 
rival of Gentleman .loo changed Jill 
that. 

The gun began to lire on the 27th, 
.and earned his name from the sailors, 
because you could always see him com- 
ing, and he never hurt anybody. That 
■was all very well for them, but it was 
not quite so assuring on Wagon Hill 
and Caesars Camp, to say nothing of 
the fact that he could make very pretty 
shooting into the town. 

Steps were taken accordingly to knock 
out Gentleman Joe. A boy was sent 
up with a 12-pounder, and the gunners 
supplied two ancient howitzers. 

From where the guns were you could 
see two sticks on the sky-line of the 
summit above you, but devil n stone of 
Middle Hill. To direct the lire the cap- 
tain climbed up into a natural crow's 
west above, and to the left of the guns 
behind him crouched a man with a 
megaphone. The detachment had been 
at breakfast when Gentleman .Toe be- 
gan, but in less time than it takes to 
clear a table the guns were run back 
and the charge rammed home. 

" On the old target,' 3,200," said the 
captain. 

- "On the old target, 3,200," cavern- 
ously repented the megaphone. Off it 
went, and the .ante.diluvinn monster 
jumped back grunting. An acre off so 
of Middle Hill spouted up into the dust- 
cloud, but far behind the gun. 

" Ten left," megaphoned the chptnin, 
in the hieratic language of the gunner. 
The next wns just over, the third— "O— 
good— shot " — just in. We heard no 
more of Gentleman .Toe that day — nor 
since. The howitzers had him beat. 

On the top of this arrived news so 
gorgeously good that nobody could Quito 
believe it, and some are afraid, though 
longing, to believe it yet. On the 2Sth— 
two deserters and a native spy all said 
co — a shell from the .'orward 4.7 hit the 
original Long Tom on Pepworth's Hill. 
It chipped a lid oft' the muzzle, said they, 
exploded a shell in the gun,1>lew- out the 
breech block, crumpled up the wheels, 
and killed the five men who were in the 
emplacement. Later a native deposed — 
probably falsely — that he had seen a 
battered gun being taken home by rail 
to Pretoria. Anyhow, Long Tom never 
spoke again. 

Only there appeared on the 30th a 
new bother. This was on Gun Hill, a 
rough kopje of medium size, beneath 
and west of Loriibard's Kop. At first 
■we thought it was probably Tom re- 
moving his place of business Hut the 
driving bands of the shells showed that 
this was a new gun. He had no name, 
and deserved none, being most com- 
monly known as the Stinker on Gun 
Hill. 

He did not matter much till December 
2, when he bombarded the Light. Horse 
vamp, including my eligible residence, 
Mulberry Grove, with great accuracy 
for a steady two hours. So accurate and 
Steady was he that, having found a 
patch' of soft earth where he could burst 
without doing any harm to anybody, be 
planted the best part of hi.-, twenty shells 
within titty yards of it. Still, it was dis- 
tracting to have his splinters trotting in 
at your door like dogs, or tipping your 
ink into your last surviving cigarettes. 
Altogether, what with his good shoot- 
ing, his industry, and his commanding 
position, the Stinker was by far the most 
desLestable gun now in action. 

And then on the memorable morning of 
December S we woke up, and the first 
thing we saw was' the -troopers of the I. 
L. 3. bringing home, slung on n pole, 
the Stinker's breech-lock. Ho was 
blown up, and the 12-centimetrc howitzer 
at his side was blown up, too, and a 
Maxim-Nordcnfclt on a tripod was 
brought in. And it had all been done by 
Gen. Hunter, with n couple of hundred 
irregulars. 

You will have road all about it— all I 
•know about it at any rate — in the tele- 
grams, and there is no need of vain re- 
petition. It had all the requisites of 
successful night work— absolute secrecy, 
picked men. daring and cool-headed lead- 
er, accomplished guides, silence, celerity, 
and luck. It was not till the evening 
that Gen. Hunter unfolded his plan and 
got the General's consent to it 
tin 

—100 of the Light Horse, the hard and 
valiant, the flower of British South Af- 
rica, the Natal Volunteers, and a hand- 
ful of gunners and sappers. These troopB 
carried no arms hut a rille, and their ri- 
fli^s they were not to load till they had 
orders. 

They wont out under the star-pricked 
night, very slow, but very silent. Half 
a mile from the hill 300 of" the Volunteers 
were left opposite Lombard's Nek to 



left. The 200 in two columns— Light 
Horse straight up the hiii, Volunteers up 
the right "shoulder. As they came under 
the given hill the stars went in, and it 
was black us the pit, nud so silent, 6aid 
one, that unless you had known there 
were 200 you would have said you were 
alone. They began to climb over the 
sloping, ice-smooth rocks, between the 
ueedle-thorned mimosas— silent, still, and 
steady, lucky that most of the wary 
veldt men had put on tennis shoes. Now 
came dongas, deep, dry lits in the hill 
face, over which a man had to swing by 
his hands till he touched bottom— silent 
and steady. 

"Wij loopt da? - ' The challenge came 
from below, the picket had just woke, 
the 200 climbed on. 

"Wij loopt da?" Again and again, but 
the 200 climbed on. 

Then suddenly— 1 spare you the Dutch 
— "Wi.lcui, it is the rod-coatsl Shoot, 
Wllleni, shoot!" Then the colonel of the 
Light Horse bad an inspiration. 

"Fix bayonets!" he yelled. 

"Ited-coats, Willeni," another officer 
toed; hi ii up in Dutch, "and they are com- 
ing with bayonets!" 

"Fix bayonets!" yelled everybody, 
with cheers and unloaded rifles the 200 
scrambled on. 

Now Lroke out a wild fire from above 
—and from below, as well. Either it was 
the picket firing or some of the men hi 
rear had lost their heads. The inevitable 
moment had arrived when success or ruin 
were balanced on the razor edge. Hunter 
seized a trumpet, and, for the first time 
in the British army's history, a general 
sounded the "Cease tire!" It was correct, 
they say, but quavery. Col. Edwards, 
of the Light Horse, tried, and experts 
think he got more tune out of the instru- 
ment. At any rate it was evough, the 
firing dropped in rear, and in a minute 
the tiring dropped in front too. There 
were only a couple of dozen Boers or so, 
and they had been all asleep. The 200 
panted on. 

And there suddenly before them rose 
up a huge breastwork of sandbags, 
twenty-nine feet thick, and above them, 
enormously inflated in the dimness, loom- 
ed the gun. 

It was success, not ruin. The Light 
Horse passed on, lined out, and flred a 
few volleys towards the breeches of the 
Boers. The gunners and sappers went 
into the emplacement and fixed the gun- 
cotten and the fuse. The men were all 
withdrawn, the charges roared out, the 
sapper Ollicer, staying behind, crouched 
under the snnd-bags, looked over, and 
saw the rents at breech and muzzle. 

Next morning the Boers were thick as 
flies in the embrazures and on the par- 
apets, talking it over. But all the Boers 
in Africa will never talk those guns 
whole again.

See Invents a Color Screen 
on Observatory Work.

A color screen for cutting off the blue 
light which surrounds the images of 
stars in refracting telescopes is the lat- 
est discovery made nt the United States 
naval observatory, and the invention is 
the work of Prof. T. .T. ,T. See, who is in 
charge of the great telescope, and Mr. 
George H; Peters, the official photograph- 
er of the" observatory. Very little lias 
been given out about' this discovery, 
which is expected to add new laurels to 
American science, but enough informa- 
tion has reached the public ear to justify 
in saying that the results are of the high- 
est importance for the exact measure- 
ment and study of the heavenly bodies. 
It ie well known that no refracting teles- 
cope is perfect, as it is impossible with

rnnee to the work of the practical" as- 
tronomer. As the opticians say, the 
"color correction is imperfect," and tills 
evil has been in the way of observer* 
since the time of Galileo, and especially 
since the time of I>e Land, 1750, wbeu 
crown and flint lenses first came to be 
used together to form an achromatic tel- 
escope. 

Since the early part of this century the 
improvement in telescope-making lm.fi 
been continuous, and the finest results 
have been achieved in America, especial- 
ly by ^itin Clark & Sons, of Cambridge- 
port, Mass., who have built all the large 
telescopes of the country. But, in spite 
of delicate and laborious efforts to make 
a perfect telescope, the stars were still 
surrounded by blue halo, troublesome to 
the observer, and in the case of planet 
giving a spurious disk, which assigned to 
the objects magnified diameters. Jupi- 
ter, for example, has a rainbow-like band 
around it, the red edge being inside and 
the blue outside, and this spectrum-like 
appearance of the limb of the planet pre- 
vented a correct measurement of the- 
true diameter of Jupiter. 

The device invented by the Washington) 
scientist removes the spurious halo 
around and about the planets, makes the 
disk sharp and well-defined, and for tho 
first times makes it possible to measure 
the true diameter of the planets and sat- 
ellites. It is said that the diameters of 
Neptune, hitherto accepted by astrono- 
mers as 34, 0(H) miles, has been found to 
be only about 27,000 miles; and similar 
discrepancies hn,ve been found in the di- 
mensions of other heavenly bodies. Ex- 
tensive researches are now in progress at 
the naval observatory which tend to im- 
prove our knowledge of the dimensions 
of the bodies of the solar system, but the 
exact conclusions of the scientists can 
not be fenown until their work is complet- 
ed. 

The color screen of Prof. See consists 
in the use of a cell containing fluid that 
alisorbs the blue light, placed just in 
front of the eye of the observer. Part 
of the light is 'thus struck down in pass- 
ing through the medium; the heavenly 
bodies are rendered fainter, but yet they 
appear more sharply defined at the limb. 
Solutions of bichromate of potash and 
picric acid with chloride of copper have, 
it is said, been found most effective. It 
is expected that this color screen will be 
the means of adding new discoveries on 
the surface of planets like Mars and Sa- 
turn, as well aw of furnishing more exact 
details and dimensions of their growth. 
If canals and other details reported' on 
Mars rerlly exist, it will be a matter of 
comparative ease to see them by means 
of this new optical improvement, which 
practically removes the last imperfection 
of achromation of large telescopes, such 
as those of the naval, Yerkes, Lowell 
and Lick observatories. 

The beginning of this discovery com- 
menced during tho Indian summer of 
1890: ft was found that the smoky at- 
mosphere grentlly improved the definition, 
sharpening the limb of the planet Nep- 
tune, on which observations were being 
made bv Dr. See at the naval observa- 
tory. This change in the usual aspect of 
Neptune having been traced to the smoke 
arising from forest fires in the surround- 
ing state, it was suggested that we might 
be able to reproduce artificially the con- 
ditions which accidentally arose in the 
atmosphere. It was found possible to 
affect this selective absorption by insert- 
ing in the telescope a layer of fluid con- 
fined in a cell which would absorb tho 
outstanding blue light of the secondary 
spectrum. A figure with eye-piece at- 
tached is illustrated in the "Astronomic 
Nachrichten," No. 3,030. April, 1900. 
which gives to the scientific world this 
latest discovery of America's young and 
promising astromomer, Prof. T. J. J. See. 
wdio is a native of Missouri, and whose 
achievements in his chosen profession 
have already attracted the attention of 
such men as Prof. Newcbmb and Euro- 
pean savants. 

CAMP FIRE RULES. 

Common Sense Precautions That If Ob- 
served Would Save Much Trouble. 

Prom Forest and Stream. 

The lire which destroyed the North 
German Lloyd piers and steamships at 
Hoboken, opposite New York city, en- 
tailing a loss of $0,000,000 and an un- 
known number of human lives, is sup- 
posed to have been caused by a match 
or lighted cigar or cigarette thrown into 
cotton stored on one of the piers. The 
conflagration of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany oil tanks, across New York Bay, 
with a loss of $2,000,000 and more, was 
caused by a stroke of lightning. 

We cannot control the lightning nor 
avert its Hash; but we can avoid throw- 
ing matches and cigarettes into cotton. 

There is not so much of the wilder- 
ness remaining in this country that we 
can afford to burn any of it up by letting 
our camp-fires get beyond control. Out 
of every hundred campers there will al- 
ways be a proportion— say fifty— of those 
who are careless with their fires; and be- 
cause of these creatures and their folly, 
there must be with each recurring sea- 
son, as certain as doom, a vast destruc- 
tion of the forest and the prairie. We 
might iik well attempt to control the 
thunder storms and the lightning of the 
sky as to reform these fatuous idiots who 
set fire to the woods. But we may see 
to it, each one for himself, that we are 
not ourselves numbered with the lire- 
setting fools. 

Here are some rules for the camp fire: 

Never build a fire where its flame can 
communicate to grass or brush or branch- 
es of trees. 

Never build a fire where the sparks can 
be carried to brush or trees, or leaves or 
grass. 

Never build a lire without first noting 
the lay of the land with respect to con- 
trolling it after it is kindled. 

Never leave camp for the day with the 
lire to burn unattended. Extinguish it 
thoroughly. 

Under no circumstances, when moving 
camp, leave the lire to burn or smoulder. 
Put it out. 

To extinguish a fire built upon the 
ground where there is turf, the roots of 
trees or other vegetable matter in the 
soil, pour water upon it- until the ground 
is thoroughly soaked; then dig around 
about and well outside the circumference, 
throwing the earth in toward the centre, 
and then wet it down again.

An interesting budget of news of the 
rebellion in North China and the inci- 
dents relating thereto was brought by 
the steamer Glenogle. 

Charles E. Gammon, superintendent 
of the American Rilile Society in North 
China, has reached Nagasaki from 
Tien Tsin, and in nn interview given to 
the Nagasaki Tress he says: 

" The Empress Dowager is uninistnUe- 
ably responsible for the rising in China. 
She issued a number of secret edicts 
against foreigners, and when rdie com- 
Ob- manded her troops not to fire on the 
uoou, and lioxers. virtually placing them under 
government protection, the society be- 
came a power over the whole of North- 
ern China. Those who before had re- 
fused to join in the movement were 
now compelled to, or else receive the 
disfavor of the government itself. 
Gradually the Boxers worked their way 
down towards Tien Tsin, and during 
the first week in .Tune between 40,000 
and 50.001) of them were stationed 
around the city. The Chinese soldiers 
at Tien Tsin openly admitted that if 
the Boxers failed to 'accomplish their 
purpose the troops -would then take up 
the cause themselves. During the 
second week in dune the foreign resi- 
dents were expecting to be attacked at 
nny moment, and on the 15th of the 
same month their fears were realized. 
Three churches in the city were burned 
and also one' on the outskirts of Tien 
Tsin. Many native houses were also 
destroyed. Erom a commanding posi- 
tion the foreigners watched the work 
of destruction. During tho night 
thousands of red lanterns could be seen 
flitting nhout the streets. A number 
of these would collect together and then 
a small light would appear iu their 
midst. Larger and larger the light 
would grow,' until the surroundings 
would lie lit up as if by thousands of 
('electric lights. Again and again this 
spectacle was repeated, until hundreds 
of native bouses bad been reduced to 
ashes. The red lanterns were carried 
by the Itoxers to identify them from 
those whose lives they were seeking. 

As soon as the Chinese troops received 
word that the bombardment of the 
Tnku forts had begun,' they immediately 
opened fire on Tien Tsin. The tele- 
graph, telephone and , railway systems 
had been destroyed, leaving the resi- 
dents without any means of communica- 
tion with the outside world. The 
shelling of the city continued for twelve 
days, until not a house stood but what 
had received some damage. There 
were but 700 Russian troops in Tien 
Tsin, nnd Mr. Gammon claims that it 
was owing to their bravery that tile 
lives of the foreign residents were saved. 
At tho railway station 14,000 Chinese 
troops were held at bay by TOO Rus- 
sians. Had assistance not arrived, the 
foreign residents intended to shoot nil 
the women and children, rather than 
allow them to fail into the bands of the 
Chinese \ number of men had even 
been detailed to perform this terrible 
task. 

Mr. Gammon gives a description of 
the hardships endured liv Admiral Sey- 
mour's relief column. He confirms the 
report that the men were compelled to 
eat mules and horses when tile provi- 
sions were exhausted, and that the 
water for drinking purposes was taken 
from wells filled with dead bodies. He 
also describes bow the field guns were 
lost during the retreat towards Tien 
Tsin. The junks on which they were 
being transported down the river were 
fired on by tile Chinese troops and 
sunk The Boxers themselves bad no 
firearms, but fiirriril long spears, be- 
lieving themselves incapable of receiv- 
ing injury from the foreign troops. As 
a result Admiral Seymour's column 
mowed them down like grass. At first 
the Chinese dead were all buried hv the 
relief column, but Inter on the column 
so increased that they had to lie left as 

thev f,.||. 

Prom Mr. Onmmon's estimate it will 
fake at least 30.000 men to successfully 
march on Pekin nnd hold tho territory 
between the starting point and the capi- 
tal. 

Forty dead bodies were taken from 
the water supply station in Tien Tsin. 
nnd from this the residents have been 
drinking. On the plains around Tien 
Tsin many dead bodies lie nnluiried. It 
is feared that the plague will start in 
the city, on account of the utter lack of 
sanitation. 

HAPPENINGS AT PEKIN. 
A Chinese reformer, who lied from IV 
kin on June -111 to Chinanfu, the cupitnl 
of Shantung, writes from there of hup- 
peninge in the Chinese capital before he 
left, as follows: "When I left V kin 
| there were 100,000 Boxers and Mnnchu 
I troops there and numbers wore passing 
I in from all parts of Chihli, Shantung, 
451mnsi aud Ilonan. Their main object 
I seemed to be plunder and hatred of for- 
eigners. Ihe gates of Pekin were conse- 
| ipiently open day and night to permit 
these reinforcements to enter the city. 
Those in the city had attacked the for- 
eign legations continuously for ten days, 
but were repulsed every 'time, although 
they managed to set fire to a number of 
houses adjoining the foreign quarters, 
therefore leaving the latter considerably 
exposed. I believe one or two foreign 
bouses had already been destroyed when 
1 left the city. No decent person could 
tfet anywhere near the place for fear of 
being called "a foreigner" by the mob. 
Not counting Ihe 2,000 or 3,000 converts 
who have been massacred by the Boxers 
inside Pekin, it was estimated when I

DENUDED OF MEN. 
A British naval officer, in a letter writ- 
ten to the N. C. Daily News, of Shang- 
hai, copies of which were received by the 
Glenogle, deplores the inefficiency of the 
British licet in China seas. lie says it 
would be interesting to know what es- 
timate of the fighting value of the Brit- 
ish Qeet in Chinese witters at the present 
moment would be given by the admiralty, 
were a question in this direction asked 
in parliament, lie goes on to state that 
tlie ships are denuded of olllcers and men. 
"Our ship, for example," he says, "has 
less than two hundred men on board out 
of a complement of over lire hundred. 
Another, one of the larger of the smaller 
cla.ss of ships, has two officers and eleven 
seamen. Her stokehold is corresponding- 
ly depleted, reducing her speed on 'emer- 
gency' from fourteen knots to about nine 
and a half or ten. Another at a pinch 
could perhaps work two of her guns. An- 
other cannot use her larger boater-she 
has not men enough left to get them on 
board again. . Some, it is said, and it 
may be true, cannot move at all. They 
are effectually anchored within a dozen 
miles or so of Taku." As a contrast to 
the state of affairs obtaining in the Brit- 
ish fleet, the Russian and Japanese boats 
are described as having their full com- 
plements.

macy they managed to cleilr both .cities 
of their dangerous friends, closed tho 
gates and placed strong guards of Ban- 
ner men, to prevent further ingress of 
outsiders. The Tartar city gates are 
now only opened a couple of hours a day 
to enable residents to purchase things 
from the other cities. To show how popu- 
lar the Boxers are with the Manchus, in

The expected docs not always happen, 
and so it turned out at the legislature 
yesterday afternoon. Visitors went 
over to see the continuation of Wed- 
nesday's debates, but neither the 
Asiatic nor the labor issue came up, 
and the day's work was largely devoted 
to Mr. Brown's motion about the sol- 
diery at Steveston, and Mr. Mol'hillips' 
bill on early closing of shops and the 
hours of employment of youthful work- 
ers. The former, though consented to 
by the government, was pressed by the 
orators of the opposition, after a semi- 
partizan fashion, a brief but lively de- 
bate being the result. The early clos- 
ing bill occupied an hour in committee 
of the whole, and was reported as com- 
plete willi several amendments. 

After prayers, which were read by 
Rev. Dr. C ampbell, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral introduced the bill amending the 
Rossland Water & Light Incorporation 
Act. This was received and read a 
first time, its single section empowering 
the company to sell out to the city of 
Itossiaud. 

Tlie Columbia & Western railway 
amendment bill, introduced by Hon. Mr. 
Wells, was similarly advanced. It like- 
wise had but. a single clause, which was 
to extend tlie time for selecting the 
lands of the land grant to that road, for 
one year. 

Mr, Brown's motion, followed. It pro- 
vided that a special committee, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Kidd, It.. Smith, Tatlow, 
Oliver and the mover, he appointed to 
enquire into all matters connected vvitl) 
the sending of the militia to Steveston, 
with power to send for persons and 
papers and report the facts to this 
house. To this committee, on amend- 
ment of Hon. Mr. Turner, the name of 
Hon. Mr. Eberts was subsequently 
added. 

In introducing his motion, which was 
seconded by Mr. Munro, Mr. Brown 
stated that the reports concerning the 
situation at Steveston at the time of 
the calling out of tlie militia had been 
very contradictory, and as the matter 
was exceedingly serious and the public 
fetding aroused had been finite intense, 
he thought it but right that an investi- 
gation should lie held and the actual 
facts ascertained, if for no other pur- 
pose than to make 'the public acquainted 
with them. Should there be nny blame 
in the matter, it would be well to know 
where it properly belonged. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts required some in- 
formation regarding these contradictory 
reports. The mover's tone suggested 
that tlie government"" had occasioned 
these and was to blame. Did the hon- 
orable gentleman blame the government 
for the soldiers havinjT^been called out? 

Mr. Brown replied 'that he did not 
blame the government in the matter. 
Perhaps there was no blame anywhere 
nnd the best of reasons had led up to 
the calling out of Ihe militia. He did 
not intend to censure anyone by his 
motion, but thought that the public 
should know the fads of the ease. 

Mr. McPhillips questioned the right 
of an opposition member to introduce 
such a motion. It would require the 
xpenditure of sonm money, and last 
session, when Mr. Higgins hail a similar 
motion about the Westminster asylum, 
he had been ruled out of order on that 
very point. At any rale be was op- 
posed to the resolution. The house 
was loo often nuked to go outside of its 
own business, and t li^a was just what 
this motion required. They were risked 
to interfere, and it might be almost 
held to intimidate the magistrates, who 
had noted under the laws of the Do- 
minion. To a certain extent the magis- 
trates were amenable to the Attorney- 
General, but Reeve Wilkinson at least 
was not. He had been elected as reeve 
ami so made a magistrate by the people, 
and so was not amenable to that de- 
partment. The present was an effort, 
too, to make political stock of a ques- 
tion which, of all others, should he kept 
out of politics. 

He also thought tlifft it had been a 
good move. The presence of the sol- 
diers, and that only, had enabled the 
bouts to go out, and thus prevented the 
losa of the season. However, that was 
not for this house to bother nhout. It 
should mind its own business. 

Mr. Mclnnes deeply regretted tho re- 
course to the militia. Nothing could be 
a worse Wow to the financial confidence 
in a country than such an act. He was 
not surprised to see the government op- 
pose tl"> motion. They had not acted

openly. They had kept hack part of 
flic correspondence when it had been 
brought down. This he then attempted 
to show by reading from the papers of 
the return, as also to show that the 
government had taken some steps in 
the calling out of the soldiers, which, 
by several exclamations, the Attorney- 
General promptly denied.
